Air Force 104s 


Grounded Again 


The Air Force’s speediest jet 
fighter, the F104 Starfighter, 
has been temporarily grounded 
at Hamilton Air Force Base 
since Friday, it was disclosed 
today. 
All squadrons of the F104 in 
the United States (about five 
squadrons) were directed to 
ground the planes simultane­ 
ously Friday by Air Defense 
Command, it wras announced. 
"Experience 
gained 
from 
operating units during the past 
six 
months,” 
the 
directive 
states, "indicates that modifi­ 
cations” should be made on 
the aircraft to improve its per­ 
formance. 
The fighter was introduced 
at Hamilton last Feb. 20. 
It is the second grounding 
of the speedy plane since it was 
introduced. 
It 
was ordered 
down briefly last spring after 
one crashed, killing the pilot. 
in Burbank, officials of Lock­ 
heed Aircraft Corp., the build­ 
er, said the work to be done in­ 
volves the F104’« engine and 
is expected to improve its op­ 
erational effectiveness. 
A Lockheed spokesman said 
the planes were grounded tem­ 
porarily to insure that the mod­ 
ification can be accomplished 
simultaneously at all installa­ 
tions having the Starfighter. 
Power loss at low altitude 
has been held a factor in three 
of the four crashes that have 
taken place since the F104 be­ 
came operational.

Taxpayers Pay Too Much 
Of Mental Patient's Care 


California’s Department of Mental 
Hygiene, its facilities crowded and 
funds scarce, finds itself in the unfath­ 
omable position of not being able to 
take money which is available to it. 
The situation came to our attention in 
the case of the mentally retarded wo­ 
man who was found some weeks ago 
near the body of her dead mother in 
their dilapidated San Rafael home. She 
was sent to the Sonoma State Hospital 
at Eldridge. 
This woman inherits from her mother 
an estate which will total $27,000 or 
$28,000. She probably will never leave 
the state hospital to enjoy it. For the 
rest of her life, undoubtedly, she will 
be a burden on the taxpayers. 
Her 
estate is able to pay at least a portion 
of the cost of her care. Her heirs, we 
understand, are willing that the money 
be so ipent. 
But the state has no way of billing 
for and accepting such payments— ex­ 
cept for $20 per month. 
Each month, the state will bill Marin 
county for $20 per month for this wo­ 
man's care. The county will then pay 
the demand and then ask the judge who 
is presiding over her estate's legal busi­ 
ness, to authorize the $20 payment. 
It costs much more than $20 per 
month to keep a person in the state hos­ 
pital. At Sonoma hospital they estimate 
the cost is $212 per month. But by law, 
the hospital can only bill the county $20.

Cities Plan Big 


Works Outlay 


CHICAGO tUPI) — American 
cities plan to spend six billion 
dollars for public works proj­ 
ects during the next five years. 


Leading in num ber of proj­ 
ects are drainage or storm 
sewer improvements, with 479 
listed. 


A survey of more than 900 
cities with 10.000 or more pop­ 
ulation was made by the 1958 
Municipal Yearbook. The sur­ 
vey shows 
nearly 
800 cities 
have a professional planning 
agency, with all those in cities 
of more than 250,000 having a 
full-time director. 


Second most popular type of 
project is street improvement, 
with 430. There are also 353 
water supply and distribution 
projects 
planned, 311 public 
building projects, 241 off street 
parking garages and 189 street 
lighting extensions. 


PRISONER OF CRISES 


The $20 per month figure goes far 
back in the state's history. It was put 
in the State Welfare and Institutions 
Code about 1902— and has never been 
changed. You'd think that even the 
Legislature would admit that the cost of 
hospital care has increased since 1902. 
Twenty dollars then is not $20 now. 
Strangely enough, just over the hill 
at Napa State Hospital, machinery has 
been set up for collecting a more real­ 
istic share from the responsible rela­ 
tives of the mentally ill assigned to that 
hospital. The basic fee is $40 per month. 
However, depending upon the ability of 
the relatives to pay, a court may set a 
figure as high as $111 per month. Be­ 
cause Sonoma hospital deals with men­ 
tally retarded or defective patients, ra­ 
ther than mentally ill ones, it is gov­ 
erned by different law. 
This might not seem so important if 
we were only talking about a dozen or 
so patients. But at Sonoma State Hos­ 
pital right now there are about 3,250 
patients. More than half of these are 
children. And this is only one of the 
state’s many hospitals. 
How many patients are there in these 
hospitals who could and should be pay­ 
ing a reasonable share of the cost of 
their care? No one knows. 
Someone should know. We call upon 
our legislators to undertake a study of 
this situation and find an equitable 
solution so that an unnecessary burden 
can be lifted from the taxpayers.

S A C R A ME N T O (CNS)— 
Once again, controversy over 
the State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion’s 
method 
of assessing 
public utilities is before the 
people of the state. 
Once 
again, the board is expected 
to go along with its usual pol­ 
icy of maintaining the utility 
assessments at 50 per cent 
of m arket value. 
The controversy is of sev­ 
eral y e a r s duration, and 
stems from the charge by 
public 
utilities 
that 
while 
their properties are assessed 
at 50 per cent of m arket value 
by the state, private proper­ 
ties assessed by the counties 
are within a range of 20 to 30 
per cent of market value. 


FURTHER COMPLICATING 
the issue this year is the 
board’s announcement that it 
will tax p o w e r purchased 
from irrigation districts by 
the Pacific Gas & Electric 
Company, on the theory that 
the company has a possessory 
interest in the power, and 
that therefore, it is taxable 
under California law. 
While this new issue has 
nothing to do with the assess­ 
ments levied by the board, it 
nonetheless points up the fact 
that each and every oppor­ 
tunity the board has to obtain 
more revenue, justly or un­ 
justly, it capitalizes on to the 
fullest extent. 


THE BOARD’S attitude also 
is exemplified in its rules 
whereby it assesses a sales 
tax on an excise tax, despite 
the fact that it never has been 
the custom to put a tax upon 
a tax. 
But it can be done 
merely by saying the excise 
tax is a part of the cost of 
manufacture of the product 
and is paid by the manufac­ 
turer instead of the retailer. 
The public utilities contend 
that it is unjust and unfair 
to levy taxes against them 
which are higher than the 
taxes paid by private prop­ 
erty owners, and have so con­ 
tended for many years. Yet 
the board continues to follow 
this policy. 


GRANTING THE request 
of the utilities for a lowering 
of the assessment rates to 
bring them in line with in­ 
dividual property would, of 
course, result in a loss of rev­ 
enue to the local governments 
which benefit from the tax 
return. 


A lowering of the assess­ 
ment for utilities, therefore, 
would necessitate either an 
increase in the tax rates of 
these local governments, or 
an increase in the assess­ 
ments of private property to 
find a median point whereby 
sufficient monies could be 
obtained to operate govern­ 
ment. 


Private property owners, of 
course, have more votes than 
do the public utilities, and in 
all 
probability 
could 
raise 
more of a fuss with their local 
assessors than the utilities, if 
their assessments were in­ 
creased. 


SO IT WOULD NEVER do, 
politically, for the board to 
lower the utility assessment, 
and increase the private prop­ 
erty owner assessment. Pro­ 
ponents of public power sys­ 
tems would cry descrimina- 
tion at such a move, despite 
the fact that the public power 
systems pay no taxes at all. 


Thus, the p r o s p e c t for 
equalization of assessments, 
which the board is mandated 
to accomplish, does not ap­ 
pear to be forthcoming this 
year, nor any other year, for 
that matter. The final answer 
will be on August 19 when 
the board either accepts or 
rejects the tax rolls for the 
utilities.

cases which they will have 
heard while sitting as a Board 
of Equalization. My case was 
heard at one o’clock in the 
morning.

Jordan Plans To Give U N Assembly

When Calvin Coolidge was 
vice president, he lived in the 
old Willard hotel in Washing­ 
ton. A fire alarm in the mid­ 
dle of the night brought every 
guest into the lobby, in a va­ 
riety of negligees, and fancy 
pajamas. Mr. Coolidge speed­ 
ily surmised that there was 
no d a n g e r and started to 
trudge back to his room. 


“Nothing doing,” said the 
fire marshal. 
“Get back to 
that lobby.” 
“You are speaking to the 
vice president,” snapped Cool­ 
idge. 
“Okay, then,” said the m ar­ 
shal. “Go ahead.” A moment 
later he called suspiciously. 
“What are you vice president 
of?” 
“The United States,” said 
Coolidge. 
“Come r i g h t back down 
here,” ordered the marshal. 
“I thought you were vice 
president of the hotel.”

Having disagreed on how 
they might meet face to face 
in a closed meeting, Eisen­ 
hower and Khrushchev find 
themselves i n v o l v e d in a 
spectacular meeting of the 
G e n e r a l Assembly where 
everybody 
confronts 
every­ 
body in a public meeting. 
The previous proposals for 
a summit meeting—K hrush­ 
chev’s, de Gaulle’s, Macmil­ 
lan’s and Eisenhower’s—had 
one thing in common. This 
was the idea that there should 
be some opportunity for pri­ 
vate discussion and perhaps 
negotiation, even t h o u g h 
there was sure to be a great 
deal of public propaganda. 
But now we have a gigan­ 
tic spectacle which is entirely 
propaganda, and we have to 
pretend that we like it. 


THE ONLY VISIBLE ad­ 
vantage is that the President 
is under no compulsion to at­ 
tend the meeting and that 
Khrushchev hasn’t yet decid­ 
ed to attend. 
Our problem is to prevent 
this session of the General 
Assembly from being a public 
trial of the British and Amer­ 
ican military intervention in 
Lebanon and Jordan. 
The official American posi­ 
tion seems to be that, having 
been widely criticized even in 
in friendly countries, we wel­ 
come the chance to explain 
and to vindicate publicly our 
actions in the Middle East. 


T H I S I S A N optimistic 
view. Possibly, it may turn 
out that Lodge and Dulles can 
win a verdict in the General 
Assembly. But it will not be 
prudent to rely too much on 
the logic of our case and on 
the eloquence and magnetism 
of Secretary Dulles, or even 
of President Eisenhower. 
In the General Assembly 
we do not have a working ma­ 
jority in our favor. 
We do 
not have the two-thirds neces­ 
sary on any im portant iSsue 
even if we can win the sup­ 
port of all the American re­ 
publics and of all of the West­ 
ern Europe and of the old 
commonwealth 
states, 
Aus­ 
tralia, New Zealand and Can­ 
ada, and of our client states 
in Asia. 
The General Assembly, as 


It is now composed, is a very 
unfavorable forum in which 
to 
justify 
intervention 
by 
British and American forces 
in two Asian countries. 


So it is im portant that in 
this Assembly meeting, the 
diplomats rather than the liti- 
g a t o r s and the argufiers 
should take the leading part. 


ONE PLACE to begin is to 
stop building up the size and 
power of our military forces 
in Lebanon and instead to 
b e g i n reducing them. The 
newly elected President of 
Lebanon is going to ask us to 
leave, and the sensible thing 
to do is to begin leaving be­ 
fore we are asked. 


The problem of extricating 
the British from Jordan is 
much m o r e difficult. 
But 
there is not much doubt that 
a way must be found to ex­ 
tricate them. 


The great q u e s t i o n is 
w hether Jordan is to be trans­ 
formed into some kind of neu­ 
tralized territory under the 
United Nations, or whether 
it is to be broken up violently 
at the risk of a very probable 
war between the united Arabs 
and Israel. 
London 
and 
Washington 
will fail lamentably to do 
their duty if they are unready 
to go before the General As­ 
sembly with a constructive 
plan for Jordan, as well as 
with tangible evidence of our 
withdrawal from Lebanon.

British Jet 
Army Prepares To Help 


Airliner 


To Be Tested 


NEW YORK (A* — A British 
Comet IV jet airliner, which 
streaked here on its first trans­ 
atlantic flight, is at Idlewild 
Airport for noise test«. 
The plane, the first four-en­ 
gine commercial jet to land at 
the field, is equipped with 
noise suppressors. 
The tests, starting today, are 
aimed at determining whether 
the plane meets noise limita­ 
tions set for the field. The Port 
of New York Authority, which 
operates Idlewild, gave permis­ 
sion for the Comet IV to visit 
the field. F o u r - e n g i n e jet 
planes without silencers have 
been banned at the field to 
lessen the noise nuisance to 
residential areas nearby. 
The jet landed at Idlewild 
yesterday after a 
lO^i-hour 
flight from England, including 
a 132-hour stopover at Gander, 
Nfld. 
The Comet carried 22 per­ 
sons, including the crew. It was 
piloted by group Capt. John 
Cunningham, 41, chief test pi­ 
lot for the De Haviland Air­ 
craft Co.* manufacturer of the 
plane. 
Cunningham said the silenc­ 
ers w’ere effective on the ocean 
flight and did not cut the 
plane’s power materially. 
Cunningham said that in 
regular service the Comet 
should make one-stop flights 
from England in about nine 
hours and nonstop flights 
eastward in seven hours with 
the help of prevailing winds. 
British Overseas A i r w a y s 
Corp. hopes to start Comet IV 
passenger service across the 
Atlantic later this year.

shelters to protect Americans 
against nuclear attack. 
Otherwise, a House Govern­ 
ment 
Operations 
subcommit-1 
tee said, “our country stands 
in mortal danger.” 
In a report released yester­ 
day, the group criticized pres­ 
ent plans of federal civil de­ 
fense officials to build 40 sam­ 
ple shelters against radioactive 
fallout for states and local in­ 
terests to copy. 
On this the 
report 
said:1 
“The subcommittee will not ! 
lend its endorsement to any 
pretense that this policy prom­ 
ises nationwide p r o t e c t i o n 
against nuclear weapons’ ef-1 
fects in the foreseeable future 
“An ostrich-like policy will 
not save American lives and 
property.” 


But in giving help, including 
use of the Army’s test ranges, 
the Army is taking care that it 
isn’t held liable for accidents. 
The 
amateurs 
must 
sign 
w'aivers. agreeing that neither 
they nor their relatives will try 
to hold the Army responsible 
for rocket mishaps, nor bring 
suit in court. 
The circular says the Army 
is setting up the assistance pro­ 
gram because many requests 
for help in rocket firings have 
been received from amateur 
groups and because the Army 
wants to encourage rocketry. 
The program will operate un­ 
der general direction of its 
missile branch. 
The Army’s Interest is more 
than altruistic. Its circular lists, 
among other reasons, the de­ 
velopment of a potential source 
of manpower to utilize in Army 
missile units and industry in 
event of emergency. Also, the 
amateurs might develop some­ 
thing useful to the Army. 
However, the primary objec­ 
tive is to help save amateur 
rocketeers from 
injuring or 
killing themselves and to pre­ 
vent danger to others, includ­ 
ing persons riding in airplanes. 
No firings under Army super­ 
vision will be permitted into 
airspace used by planes, the 
regulation says.

But it was Clement Miller of 
Corte Madera who was kept 
busiest of the Marin delegation 
at the two-day convention here. 


Miller started Friday night 
as a member of the platform 
committee, which continued its 
deliberations until after 4 a.m. 
and then again later Saturday 
morning. 
Saturday afternoon 
he read a major portion of the 
34-page platform for the as­ 
sembled delegates. 


The Marin congressional can­ 
didate helped prepare some of 
the resolutions for yesterday’s 
state central committee. Then 
he found it necessary to take 
the floor in an unsuccessful 
attempt to have a resolution 
favoring the 160-acre limita­ 
tion on water projects passed. 


MUST HAVE HELP’ 
In his argument, Miller told 
the central committee that the 
state must have help in devel­ 
oping its 10 to 14 billion dollar 
water program. The help must 
come from the federal govern­ 
ment, he declared. ’‘The people 
who are trying to divide us are 
going to play the federal gov­ 
ernm ent against the state” to 
block water progress, he de­ 
clared. The federal government 
already has the 160-acre limita­ 
tion. 
Following defeat of the res­ 
olution, Miller said the “failure 
to enact this means a trem en­ 
dous delay in our water pro­ 
gram. We can t expect the peo­ 
ple in Washington to be an­ 
xious to help us if we can’t 
cooperate.” 
Miller wasn't the only Ma- 
rinite active, however. 
Kent left the state central 
committee chairmanship after 
two years’ leadership which 
“has put the party on the road 
to an election victory this fall.”

Marin firm« that contributed 
$20,000 toward materials for 
five hillside homes in San Ra­ 
fael's Westland Terrace, houses 
which were condemned almost 
as soon as building started, this 
month were awarded damages 
by the Digtrict Court of Appeal 
in San Francisco.

with Gran-Wood Co., a partner­ 
ship comprised of H. B. Gran- 
lee, John F. Woodson and Ju ­ 
lius H. Selinger. By the con­ 
tract Gran-Wood Co. got a split 
in the profits and made most 
of the decision*. 
On Aug. 6. 1958. the District 
Court of Appeal in San Fran­ 
cisco affirmed the judgment.

Food Easier 


To Change 


Than Child 


Mothers should try to see 
food as their children see it, 
an expert advises. 


“Children 
a r e 
individuals 
even to the amount of food 
they want to eat at one time,” 
says Dr. Miriam E. Lowonberg. 
head of the foods and nutrition 
department of the college of 
home economics at Pennsylvan­ 
ia State University. 


Taking part 
in a 
national 
food conference here, she had 
some practical ideas, including 
these: 


“The size of the portion of 
food served to a child is very 
important 
because 
goals 
for 
eating are set by the amount 
of food we present to the child. 
They may be either encouraged 
or discouraged.” 


She suggested: “Serve slight­ 
ly less than you think the child 
is going to eat.’’ This will give 
the child the feeling of success 
—even to the point of asking 
for a second helping. 


What’s a proper size help­ 
ing0 The average 2-vear-old will 
easily eat about two level table- 
spoonsful of most vegetables or 
meat 
and 
about 
twice 
that 
amount of mixed soup or des­ 
sert. 


1 
Mothers will have to work 
out the figurp for their own 
youngsters according to age and 
sizes by watching them. 


And. remember. Dr. Lowen- 
berg advises. “Young hands are 
awkward” and foods should be 
easy to pick up in the fingers. 


“Wherever 
possible, 
it 
is 
wise to make it legitimate for 
children to pick up solid pieces 
of food in the fingers”— like 
raw vegetables, fruits, strips 
of meat and quarters of hard 
boiled eggs. 


As for children’s tastes: 
In general, they prefer sim­ 
ple and unmixed foods and tex­ 
tures are important. 
Children have keener senses 
of taste and smell than adults. 
And that explains why they 
like 
flavors 
that 
m ay 
seem 
bland to an adult. 
! 
Children 6 to 12 are often 
very sensitive to texture in 
food They like crisp food in a 
meal “ if for no other reason 
than to hear the sound asso­ 
ciated 
with the 
chewing 
of 
crisp, crunchy carrot sticks or 
toast.” 
Things hard to chew don’t go

Development Will Hike 


Marin City Tax Income 


’ When Marin City is redevel­ 
oped, maximum tax income to 
the newly formed Marin City 
Cotnmwnity Services District 
would be more than double the 
present potential maximum, ac­ 
cording to a preliminary study 
just released by the district. 
Present maximum tax expec­ 
tation, using the district’s max­ 
imum of $1 per $100 of assess­ 
ed valuation and the formula 
of 23 per cent of appraised val­ 
uation, would be $10,910, ac­ 
cording to the study. 
The report notes that pay­ 
ments in lieu of taxes from 
the housing authority in 1957 
amounted to $78,754 and the 
district’s “pro-rata share" of 
this payment would amount to 
$10,338. The other $572 would 
be realized from taxes on pri­ 
vate property. 
Under redevelopment, how­ 
ever, the report says, the esti­ 
mated m arket value of Marin 
City will be $10,025,000, while 
private property will be $218,- 
850. (This does not include the 
Rosa property at $30,000 which 
has been earm arked to become 


district property.) 
In addition, the 300-unit low 
rent public housing develop­ 
ment has an estimated tax 
liability of $18,000, the report 
notes. 
Using the same formula, the 
study anticipates that this com­ 
bination should yield a tax re­ 
turn of $23,600 from private 
property and $2.370 as its pro 
rata of in lieu tax payments, 
for a total of $25,970. 
The study adds there are oth­ 
er possible sources of revenue, 
such as space rentals, fund 
raising projects, possible bond 
issues and loans on district as­ 
sets. 
When the district was voted 
into being earlier this year, its 
purpose was described as be­ 
ing to handle garbage collec­ 
tion, fire protection, recreation, 
street lighting and police pro­ 
tection for Marin City.

1 0 0 ,0 0 0 children are dying of 
it Yet we can’t even say the 
name. 
Muscular dystrophy is ter­ 
minal. It always kills its vic­ 
tims. Doctors slow it up. They 
prolong lives. 
But they have 
no cure. We don’t know what 
cause« muscular dystrophy. It 
strikes the muscles of the body. 
One by one they are weakened. 
They become useless. Event­ 
ually the victims suffocate. 
M u s c u l a r dystrophy can 
come at any age. But usually 
it hit* children. Their parents 
see it first 
Youngsters who 
formerly had good coordina­ 
tion became clumsy. They fall 
frequently. They stumble. They 
can’t climb well. 
They have 
trouble getting up off the floor. 
They sway as they walk. 
I don’t mean every clumsy 
child has this disease. Not that. 
But exaggerated loss of coor­ 
dination should be checked by 
a doetor.

But Nationalist officials took 
notice of the Communist build­ 
up and issued orders to all 
cities and towns in Formosa for 
emergency evacuation in case 
of Communist attacks. Chinese 
flocked to the Formosa beaches 
as usual—but troops armed 
with rifles and wearing steel 
helmets patrolled the dunes 
and scanned the skies.

LAW IN ACTION 
Fights, Ordeals Used 


To Settle Lawsuits 


(This column is prepared 
by California lawyers so you 
may know more about our 
laws. It appears regularly in 
the Independent-Journal.) 


In his first speech in 1801 
as president, Jefferson listed 
the essentials of our govern­ 
ment: 


Equal and exact justice to all 
men of whatsoever state or 
persuasion, religious or politi­ 
cal; freedom of religion; free­ 
dom of the press; freedom of 
person under the protection of 
the habeas corpus; and trial 
by juries impartially selected. 


Impartially 
selected 
juries 
were a long time coming. 


Before England adopted trial 
by jury, she had three ways of 
deciding a case; 


1. Trial by ordeal: If y o u 
pleaded innocent, your hand 
might be thrust into boiling 
water, then wrapped up. If in 
three days it was “clean” or 
unintected. it showed you were 
not lying. Otherwise you were 
guilty. 


2. Trial by battle in c i v i l 
cases: You or “your champion" 
could fight it out with your op- 


! ponent. The winner won the 
lawsuit. 
3. “Oath-helpers”: A party’s 
friends would recite an oath 
: that he was in the right. An 
oath helper's mistake in the 
recital was taken as divinely 
inspired to show his party was 
, in the wrong. 
After the Norman conquest 
in 1066. the English kings sent 
out officers to get information. 
| Subjects testified from person­ 
al knowledge about what took 
place in the locality. 
Henry II in the 12th Cen­ 
tury used these same people 
| to find facts in the law cases 
before them, which was the be­ 
ginning of our jury system to­ 
day. 
The chief differences b e ­ 
tween our juries and the early 
ones: 
1. The early juries told the 
judge what the local law or 
custom was. Today it is the 
judge who instructs the jury. 
2. The early juries knew' the 
facts before th e y met: today 
they should hear the facts for 
the first time in court. 
3. The early juries had al­ 
ready taken sides heforc they 
were called.
